“ Lucinda Foot, daughter and sec­ 
ond oldest child of Abraham Hitch­ 
cock and Amy Avery Foot, was born 
on Dutch HUI, now* known as Emin­ 
ence, Schoharie county, New York, 
April 21, 1829.
